Guthrie, Nov. 20.—The day has ar­ 
rived for the convening of the consti­ 
tutional convention for the purpose of 
framing the constitution for the new 
state of Oklahoma. The convention will 
be called to order at ll o’clock this 
morning at the city hall. As yet, there 
are some delegates who have not re­ 
ceived their certificates on account of 
the lateness in getting the returns to 
the election commissioners in the In­ 
dian Territory. The printed list of del­ 
egates elected seems to be incorrect 
and as far as can be learned there ara 
12 republican and 99 democratic dele­ 
gates who will be seated in the conven­ 
tion. 
The democratic caucus disposed of 
three officers yesterday by nominating 
as its candidates W. H. Murray, of 
Tishomingo, I. T., president; Peter 
Hanraty ef South McAlester, I. T.', 
vice president, and John M. Young of 
Lawton secretary. 


Littlejohn of Bushy, I. T., Judge M. J. 
Kane of Kingfisher and C. N. Haskell 
of Mnskogee. 
Peter Hanraty was nominated by T. 
J. Leah of Pawhuska and seconded by 
John L. Mitch of Oklahoma City. The 
nomination of Hanraty was a surprise 
to many of the delegates. His support 
failed to materialize and Murray was 
declared the nominee by a vote of 61 to 
26. 
The vice presidency was then given 
to Hanraty by acclamation. 
In the secretary’s race there were 
nominated John M. Young of Lawton,

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Washington, Nov. 20—Friends of the 
new statein Washington are fearful that 
the convention to frame a constitution 
for the state will include in the organ­ 
ic lavr such stringent provisions regard­ 
ing the exercise of the right of suf­ 
frage that there will be a fight made 
in congress against admitting the s ate 
into the Union. Several well informed 
men who have kept in close touch with 
sentiment 
in Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory assert that the sentiment in 
those Territories against the negroes 
is quite as strong as it is in some of 
the Southern states which have adop 
ted 
new 
constitutions 
containing 
‘‘Grandfather clauses” and other pro­ 
visions designed to eliminate the negro 
from the electorates. 
It is feared that the leaders of the 
sentiment in favor of eliminating the 
negro vote as far as possible may go too 
far and frame a constitution which will 
cause much discussion in the senate 
and House of 
Representatives 
and 
even bring about a refusal to admit 
Oklahoma under such an organic law. 
The democrats will be in absolute 
control of the convention. 
The party 
has always prided itself, North and 
South, upon being the party of tthe 
white man. 
It is needless for the 
negroes to expect any special favors 
from democrats. 
The refusal of the republicans to ad­ 
mit Oklahoma until a clause apparent­ 
ly designed to clisfrancnise the negro 
was elimlnatad would be a ten strike 


for the dominant party in states where 
the negro baa the deciding ballot. 
The Supreme Court of the United 
States has never passed upon the con­ 
stitutionality of suffrage clauses in the 
new constitution of Southern states, 
designed to disfranchise the negro as 
as fast as possible, although the ques­ 
tion has been brought before the high­ 
est tribunal on several occasions and in 
various forms. The court has oblig­ 
ingly, “side-stepped” every time. The 
republican majority in congress may 
not be so obliging to the democrats 
and may make trouble, even extending 
so far as refusal to admit the new 
state until the constitution is changed. 


Shortly after ll o’clock Saturday 
night the special train bearing the com­ 
mittee of the United States senators 
who are investigating Indian Territory 
conditions arrived at South McAlester. 
J. George Wright, Indian Inspector, 
was the first to address the committee 
Monday morning, being called upon by 
Chairman Clark to make a statement 
with regard to the legal and industrial 
status of the coal land segregation. 
He began with a resume of the his­ 
tory of coal mining in the district, and 
gave an exhaustive statement of all 
conditions pertaining to the coal indus­ 
try, as viewed from the Department 
standpoint. 
The original agreement, Mr. Wright 
explained, was that all the surface of 
the coal lands should be allotted, and 
only the mineral deposits be segregated. 
This was changed by the supplemental 
agreement of 1892, and the surface of 
the segregation withdrawn from allot­ 
ment. 
From July I, 1903 to June 30, 1904, 
the amount of coal mined was 3,198.- 
862 tons. In 1904-5 it was 2,850,516 
tons, and for the year ending June 30, 
1906, it was 2,722,200 tons. 
The matter of payment for improve­ 
ments belonging to the occupants of 
tracts on the segregation, who were 
removed by the treaty of 1902 also pro­ 
duced somewhat acrimonious discus­ 
sion. Chiarman Clark referred to the 
delay as apparently “unreasonable and 
unjustifiable,” and Mr. McMurray, in 
behalf of Gov. McCurtain, added the

Captured and Jailed at Hobart, Okla­ 
homa. 
Guthrie, Nov. 20. — United States 
Marshal John Abernathy has received 
word of the arrest of George Miller, 
alias “ Hookey” Miller, one of the most 
notorious desperadoes of Oklahoma. 
Miller was capted by Field Deputy W. 
A. Thorp and is now in jail at Hobart. 
Miller received his nickname by reason 
of the fact that on the stub of the left 
arm, which has been shot off at the 
w rist in some of his numerous encoun­ 
ters, he wears a steel hook. He has also 
lost all but two of the fingers of his 
right hand, but can hold a W inchester 
with the hook on his lert arm and pump 
it with the remaining fingers of his 
right hand with as true an aim as 
though he had two good hands. 
Miller has been mixed up in a long 
list of shootings, including Onegin Guth­ 
rie im the early days, but is wanted at 
this time for the murder of Pal Hen­ 
dricks, a Chickasaw nation farm er at 
the notorious “ Corners” saloon in Pot­ 
tawatomie county, on the border tine 
of tile Indian Territory. 
Miller was a 
bartender a t the saloon at that time, 
and Hendricks’was said to have made 
complaint against him for selling liquor 
in the Chickasaw nation. 
Miller gave himself up a few days 
afte r the killing, but later made his 
escape. 
He was reported to have been 
killed last Jannary in a pistol duel 
in Indian Territory, but 
turned up 
a few weeks ago in southwest em Okla­ 
homa.

Over Any Other in Use.

“ The chief advantages claimed are 
the absence of escaping steam at the 
drips, and 
the 
low 
pressure 
with 
which effective and uniform heating 
of the train is accomplished. 
A draw­ 
ing illustrating the application of the 
system to a passenger coach Is shown 
herewith. 
“ The peculiar features of this sys­ 
tem are the admission simultaneously 
of live steam to 
both 
ends of 
the 
radiating pipes, and the closing dur-

ing service of all drips or outlets ex­ 
cept the one at the rear end of the 
train pipe. There is also provision for 
thawing out with live steam the dis­ 
charge pipe should it freeze up. 
The 
only change required from the usual 
piping for the direct system is the in- ; 
sort ion of the crossover, controlling 
valve, between the supply 
and 
dis­ 
charge pipes, and the piping and aux­ 
iliary valve for thrawing out the dis­ 
charge pipe. 
The system requires a 
relatively 
low steam pressure for 
the 
desired 
train temperature. 
It is claimed that 
tests have shown a ten pounds train- 
pipe pressure to maintain a uniform 
train temperature of TO degrees F. 
and higher, with an outside tempera­ 
ture of five ^degrees below zero. 
W e 
understand that even under extreme 
temperature conditions there is an en­ 
tire absence of escaping steam around 
the train. 
The low pressure is 
not 
only economical 
as regards the 
de­ 
mands on the locomotive boiler, but 
greatly 
reduces trouble from burst 
hose, defective pipes and connections, 
etc. 
"The cost of application of the sys­ 
tem is, of course, very low’— simply 
the small amount of material and la­ 
bor necessary to make the two con­ 
nections required, costing in all about 
four dollars.” 


The most remarkable 
ice 
house 
event was the freezing in the house 
itself of a single solid cake of ice 
the full size of the building. 
The only 
tools employed were some pieces of 
string and a 
garden 
hose. 
Cold 
weather and a water supply with at 
least moderate pressure are also es­ 
sential, but all out door cutting, haul­ 
ing. and storing are avoided, and, as 
no sawdust is used, the ice comes 
out clear and clean. 
Some three years ago a mechanical 
Ice house was patented, in which the 
water was frozen inside the Ice house 
by a very rapid process, which will be 
described later. 
In this process the 
labor of cutting and hauling is ob­ 
viated without the use of powerful or 
expensive machinery. 
Popular 
Me­ 
chanics suggests that this process hat 
never been carried further than the 
experimental stage, probably 
owing 
to the fact that the winter following 
Its invention was the severest in 40 
years.

“Popovers” Had Origin in Brain of 
Chinese Cook. 


This recipe for popovers came from 
California, from Sam, a "China boy” 
cook, who always called this delicious 
breakfast bread “ Jim Pops.” 
He used 
to bake them In stoneware cups, but 
hot, buttered gem pans will answer. 
For one dozen “Jim Pops” allow four 
eggs, one cup pastry flour, half a tea­ 
spoonful salt and a pint rich milk. 
Beat whites of the eggs to a stiff froth 
with a wire cake whip, and set aside. 
Beat the yolks with a Dover beater 
and add to them the milk. 
Sift to­ 
gether a liberal pint of flour and a 
half teaspoonful 
salt and 
beat 
the 
milk gradually into it, still using the 
Dover beater. 
W hen the flour, milk 
and egg from a stiff batter without 
lumps, take out the beater and grad­ 
ually fold in the stiffly beaten whites. 
Do not stir once with a circular mo­ 
tion after adding the whites, but in­ 
corporate them in the 
mixture 
by 
folding so as not to break down the 
air cells in the beaten eggs. 
Have 
the cups 
.veil greased, pour in the 
batter and bake three-quarters of an 
hour, in a moderately hot oven, until 
the puffs are well popped and delicate­ 
ly browned.

Proper Drying the Most Difficult Part 
of the Operation. 


First shake the curtains free from 
dust and then wash them in warm 
suds, squeeze gently so as not to 
j break the meshes in the lace and 
wave up and down. 
Do not rub them 
either with the hands or on a board. 
Boil, rinse, blue or yellow with coffee 
if they are ecru, starch lightly before 
the net begins to dry, then put In the 
air (sunshine if convenient) and dry 
as quickly as is possible. 
Drying i3 
the most difficult part of the cleans­ 
ing, for each scallop in the curtain 
should be pulled into 
shape 
and 
pinned either to a regular 
curtain 
frame or on a sheet put on the floor, 
for unless the corners and edges are 
all stretched taut, the curtains may 
dry in creases and wrinkles that are 
undesirable.

Cars That W ill Not Telescope. 
All steel 
passenger 
equipment for 
universal use has been the dream of 
master car-builders for years, and this 
dream is about to be realized on all 
the lines included in the vast H arri­ 
man system, says J. May no Baltimore, 
in Technical W orld Magazine. 
In his 
article 
entitled. 
“ All-Steel 
Railw ay 
roaches.” he tells about the gradual 
perfection of the 
all-steel 
car, and 
prophesies that Harrim an’s 
lead 
in 
the 
direction of 
better 
passenger 
equipment will be followed 
by 
many 
other up-to-date roads. 
The Pullman 
company will be 
the first to fall 
in 
line and adopt the all-steel 
construc­ 
tion. 
The principal objection to tho 
plan has been the excessive weight 
of a c ar made entirely of metal. 
But 
experiments made by the 
Southern 
Pacific have recently 
developed 
the 
possibility of producing a 
steel 
car 
weighing not more than ten per cent, 
over the 
wooden 
coaches. 
This is 
done by using lighter plates of great­ 
er strength, which are made especial­ 
ly for this class of construction.

seems to have been successful, a large 
barn being filled with practically one 
solid cake of ice. 


The process of freezing ice in this 
way is as follows: 
A large ice house 
is built with two of the opposite walls 
hinged, allowing them to be opened 
by folding up during cold 
weather, 
and closed during milder 
weather, 
thus preventing the ice from melting. 
To begin operations a 
number 
of 
strings are suspended from the raft­ 
ers at distances of two or three feet 
apart. 
The strings hang down and 
touch the floor, as shown in Fig. I, 
and the first cold night 
they 
are 
sprayed with water, which forms large 
icicles reaching from the floor to the 
top, as shown in Fig. 2. 
A quantity 
of water is then flowed into the ice 
house, as shown in Fig. 3, and allowed 
to freeze. 


When the ice Is one inch thick the 
water is pumped from underneath it 
and flowed on top. as shown in Fig. 4. 
\\ hen the lipper layer of water has 
frozen one inch the remaining water 
is again pumped above the ice, leav­ 
ing an 
inch as before and adding 
enough extra water to compensate for 
! the inch that is left each time.

A favorite dish served in one of the 
popular hotels of New York Is chick­ 
en a la king.
